This having happen'd in Part ſince the latter 
Negotiations of Haſilang, which were ſo 
much cried up, is a new Proof of tlie Sin- 
cerity of the Court at Francfort, at a Time 
vrhen Count Finckenſtein was defir'd to con- 
cur in the Conferences of Peace. Beſides, 
this Event leaves no Room to doubt of that 
Court's Diſpoſition towards the two Marij- 
time Powers, as it :cannot be. queſtion'd but 
that the ſaid new Diviſion would have turn- 
ed to the greateſt Detriment of the Trade of 
both thoſe Nations. All theſe Conſiderati- 
ons mention d above, as well as the Experi- 
ence ſo ſeverely felt by her Majeſty, may 
fully convince his Pruſian Majeſty, that
